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THE NEW PASSES. 

The Vancouver Province says: 
Five new passes across the 
Rocky Mountains, north of the 
line of the Canadian Pacific, 
have been discovered, according 
tonews brought to Vancouver 
to-day. 

For a year a special survey 
party has been in the field for the 
purpose of exploring new routes. 
One of the engineers is Mr. A. 
S. Going of this city and Vic- 
toria. 

The result is that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific will have at least 
mine routes to choose from in 
¢rossing the mountains. More 
than one of the new routes has 
advantages over the Yellowhead 
and Peacé River routes, which 
have been known for many years. 
The surveys were preliminary, 
but plans for building the line 
through the mountains’ will 
largely be guided by the reports 
that have been made to the 
directors of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific in the East. 

Not only was the country in 
the vicinity of possible passes 
through the mountains looked 
over, but detailed explorations 
were made in the section of the 
head waters of the Fraser River, 
north and east of the Cariboo. 
These districts have been visited 
very infrequently by white men. 
The country is of a varied type, 
some very wild and other parts 
open, and altogether promising. 
Mr. Going says that the 
gradients on the eastern sides of 
the new passes especially are 
easy, for a country of rolling 
foothills appr aches the moun- 
tains. On the western side, for 
an average distance of seventy- 
five miles, the ground is rough, 
but it would be quite possible to 
obtain good grades and at the 
same time have plenty of room 
for double-tracking in the 
" majority of the passes. 

What are known as _ the 
Yellowhead and the Peace River 
are the best known passes. 
Besides these are the Smoke 
River, the New Smoke Kiver, 
the Porcupine, two Red Deer 
passes, Wapiti and Pine River. 
These open either into the 
Omineca district or the section at 
the head waters of the Fraser 
River. Mr. Going also mentions 
that the country has a heavy 
growth of timber, especially on 
the eastern slope, consisting of 
cottonwood, spruce and poplar. 


The party left Edmonton a 
year ago. The explorers first 
started for Lake St. Ann, and 
then went to Fort Jasper, on the 
upper waters of the Athabasca, 
where the party outfitted. Then 
the explorers went to Saskatoon, 
and as the snow began to fall last 
autumn at Grand Prairie they 
pushed through to Wapiti and 
from there down to the head 
waters of the Fraser at Fort 
George. Later they abandoned 
their horses and came out by 
dog-train, and by the winter 
trail reached Ashcroft a few days 
ago.

led him to lay the alleged plot. 
The defendant had claimed that 
even after this he had succeeded 
in abstracting. the five dollar bill 
from the purse with the other 
two men. watching him. It 
appeared to him that the Chief 
had come to the conclusion 
subsequently that Semerad and 
Roll knew the amount of the 
money in the purse, and had 
tried to get out of the trap 
gracefully by returning the $15. 
if his intentions were good, he 
could not understand why the 
chief had asked Novark, after 
giving him the remainder of the 
money, if he was satisfied. He 
did not believe the Chief's story 
about the. giving of the five 
dollar bill by Novark. The 
purse contained a small amount 
of silver,"and the inference was 
that all the money the com- 
plainant had was in the purse. 
If this was the case, how could 
the complainant give the defend- 
ant a five dollar bill after the 
only biil of this denomination in 
the purse had been taken out by 
the defendant? If the: complain- 
ant had been held up for a 
reward, it was a state of affairs 
which should ‘not be tolerated. 
If the motives of the Chief in 
taking the $15 had been those of 
an honest or a careful man, he 
would have returned the money 
to Novark that night, as he did 
not know whether Novark was a 
resident, of the city or only a 
transient visitor. In any event, 
he had no business to.retain the 
money even for that night. He 
thought the tendency of the 
Chief's evidence was to show 
that if his motives were good he 
had handled the money in such 
an unbusiness like way and with 
such disregard of the rights of 
others ‘and the dignity of his 
position that he should not be 
retained. Even after extracting 
$15 from the purse, he had not 


taken a receipt from Novark for} 


the amount turned over to him, 


and no record of the transaction |: 


was to be found on the books of 
the department. 

Alderman Picard said hewould

acting ashe did.
